Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year  1965. 

The  Report,  which  is  mainly  statistical,  again  shows  that  there  has 
been  a  fairly  wide  coverage  of  the  various  duties  executed  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  is  a  typical 
example  of  the  Acts  that  have  to  be  administered.  As  will  be  observed 
from  the  narrative  report,  285  infringements  of  the  Act  were  noted 
during  the  inspection  of  premises  and  informal  notices  were  served  to 
remedy  these  defects. 

Work  on  the  improvement  of  houses  continued  steadily  during  the 
year  and  this  has  been  main’y  due  to  the  declaration  by  the  Council 
of  Improvement  Grant  Areas.  A  great  deal  of  satisfaction  is  derived 
from  this  work  and  the  improved  houses  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
occupants. 

An  increase  of  410  animals  were  presented  for  slaughter  at  the 
Pub'ic  Slaughterhouse,  bringing  the  total  to  6,585  animals.  Post 
Mortem  examination  was  carried  out  in  every  case,  thus  achieving  100 
per  cent,  meat  inspection.  Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  Ah 
carcases  are  stamped  indicating  that  they  have  been  inspected  and  passed 
as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  help  and 
support  that  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Counci',  Chief  Officials  and  staff  in  general.

119  Inspections  and  565  re-inspections  of  premises  were  made  during 
the  year  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

190  informal  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or  occupiers  of 
property  representing  615  defects.  In  the  majority  of  cases  these  were 
abated  without  further  action  being  necessary. 

26  notices  entailing  42  public  health  nuisances  outstanding  from  1964 
were  complied  during  1965. 

167  notices  served  during  the  year  entailing  563  defects  were  complied. 

There  were  23  notices  entailing  52  defects  outstanding  at  the  end 
of  1965.

There  were  22  applications  received  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  3 
applications  for  Standard  Grants  during  1965  this  is  a  slight  decrease 
on  the  previous  year.  18  applications  were  from  owner  occupiers  and 
7  applications  for  tenanted  property. 

It  may  be  of  interest,  to  record  the  progress  that  has  been  made  on 
the  re-conditioning  of  houses  in  the  Improvement  Grant  Areas  No.  1 
and  2  since  the  first  intimation  was  given  to  the  owners  of  the  houses  in 
December,  1962.  Details  are  given  in  the  following  tables. 

The  Improvement  Grant  Areas,  which  involved  108  houses,  have 
been  quite  successful  and  both  owners  and  tenants  have  played  their 
part.  There  is,  as  can  be  imagined,  some  inconvenience  to  the  occupants 
while  these  major  alterations  are  in  progress  but,  the  end  product  is  very 
worthwhile  and  the  additional  amenities  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
occupants.

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WATER  SUPPLY,  1965 


1.  The  Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  supply  water  in  bulk  to  the 
Northallerton  Urban  District  Council  and  provide  a  who’esome  supply 
of  chlorinated  and  filtered  water. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Northal’erton  and 
the  Dales  Water  Board  for  the  following  information: — 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  daily  average  consumption  of  water  is  381,000  gallons. 

2.  During  the  year  52  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  these  proved  satisfactory. 

3.  The  water  that  is  delivered  into  supply  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action 

4.  There  was  only  one  instance  of  bacteriological  contamination  and 
the  dosage  of  chlorine  was  increased 

5.  There  are  2,481  dwellinghouses  and  6.930  people  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Public  watermains.  All  the  dwellinghouses  are  connected 
to  the  Public  watermains. 


Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  War  Memorial  Swimming  Baths  were  officially  opened  by  Lady 
Masham  on  the  3rd  June,  1961.  The  Pool  is  a  reinforced  concrete  structure 
with  tile  finish.  The  size  is  75  feet  x  30  feet  wide.  3  feet  deep  at  the 
shallow  end,  falling  to  8  feet  6  inches  at  the  deep  end. 

The  accommodation  in  the  changing  rooms  include  10  changing 
cubicles  each  for  men  and  women,  with  additional  changing  accommoda- 
t:dn  for  use  of  parties. 

The  heating  of  the  Bath  water  is  carried  out  electrically  through  an 
e’ectrically  heated  Boiler  located  in  the  Plant  Room.  Also  included  in 
the  Plant  Room  are  the  rapid  filters,  chlorination  plant,  and  aeration 
equipment  through  which  the  Bath  water  passes  once  every  four  hours 
and  is  then  discharged  through  the  shallow  end  of  the  Bath,  as  warmed, 
purified  and  treated  water. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  Bath  water  were  taken  for  Bacteri¬ 
ological  examination,  these  all  proved  satisfactory. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
district  except  in  some  outlying  premises.  This  work  is  increasing  due  to 
the  extension  of  new  houses.  Every  two  weeks  refuse  is  collected  from 
Bullamoor  and  Hailstone  Moor  areas. 
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The  refuse  tip  on  the  Yafforth  Road  continues  to  be  used,  the  tipping 
consists  of  crude  dumping  into  a  water  filled  disused  clay  pit.  Although 
this  is  not  an  ideal  method  of  disposal  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the 
tip  in  a  tidy  condition. 

The  clay  pit  is  now  nearly  full  and  further  tipping  space  will  be 
required.  The  Local  Authority  have  considered  this  problem  and  have 
bought  the  adjoining  fields.  They  will  commence  tipping  over  the  whole 
of  the  tip,  and  adjoining  fields,  to  a  depth  of  approximately  6  feet,  this 
will  enable  the  site  to  be  used  for  a  much  longer  period.  When  this  is 
done  the  tipping  will  require  much  more  supervision  and  controlled 
tipping  must  be  carried  out  to  minimise  the  possibility  of  nuisance. 

The  surface  of  the  refuse  tip  is  covered  with  any  suitable  material 
that  becomes  available. 

The  total  annual  cost  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  for 
1965  was  £5,573. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  sewage  works  were  completely  modernised  during  1963,  and  have 
new  sedementation  tanks,  filters  and  humas  tanks.  The  sewerage  from 
Northallerton  is  now  adequately  treated  and  the  works  are  producing 
a  satisfactory  effluent. 

The  public  sewers  were  extended  during  the  year  to  serve  Mowbray 
Road,  stage  3.

328  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold. 

All  food  premises  in  the  town  have  been  inspected  since  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  came  into  force.  The  occupiers  of 
these  premises  have  received  pamphlets  and  detailed  information  regard¬ 
ing  the  requirements  of  the  regulations.  Advice  is  given  to  the  occupiers 
on  food  hygiene  in  the  light  of  circumstances  as  is  found  at  the  time 
of  inspections. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  condemned  carcase  meat  and  associated 
offals,  is  by  the  removal  of  the  same  from  the  Public  Slaughterhouse, 
after  adequate  staining  with  green  dye,  by  a  firm  who  render  the 
materials  into  fertilisers. 

All  other  condemned  foods  are  disposed  of  by  burying  on  the  refuse 

tip.

There  are  two  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  and  28  Retailers  in  the 
area  who  are  registered  with  the  Local  Authority. 

The  firms  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  and 
endeavour  to  produce  Ice  Cream  hygienically  as  the  samples  which  have 
been  taken  over  the  last  few  years  indicate. 

9  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
for  examinaPon  and  were  reported  upon  as  fofiows: —

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Local  Authority  own  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  and  undertake 
he  duty  of  slaughtering  and  have  a  staff  of  two  slaughtermen  for  this 
work.  They  dispose  of  all  offal  except  red  offal. 

There  were  6,585  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year. 
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The  charges  made  by  the  Council  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agricu  ture,  Fisheries,  and  Food,  are  as  follows: —

Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958. 

This  act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1958,  and  provided 
for  the  mak:ng  of  regulations  to  secure  hygienic  construction,  lay-out 
and  equipment  for  slaughterhouses. 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  slaughter  of 
Anima's  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  January,  1959,  with  the  exception  ot  Parts  II  and  III  of  the 
Hygiene  Regulations,  these  parts  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
January,  1961. 

In  accordance  with  Section  3  (1)  of  the  Act  each  Local  Authority  were 
required  to  review  and  after  consultation  with  such  organisations  as 
appear  to  the  authority  to  represent  the  interests  concerned,  to  report  to 
the  Minister  on  the  following: — 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their  district  for 
slaughterhouse  facilities  having  regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons 
requiring  the  use  of  such  facilities  and  of  other  persons;  and 

(b)  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become, 
avai'able  to  meet  those  requirements. 

This  report  was  prepared  and  considered  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
later  submitted  to  the  Regional  Controller,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  The  Local  Authority  recommended  that  the  1st 
January,  1961,  shou'd  be  the  day  appointed  by  the  Minister  for  the  con 
struction  regulations  to  apply  to  the  Public  Slaughterhouse.  This  date 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry. 

To  meet  the  ful1  requirements  of  the  above  regulations  the  Council 
authorised  making  alterations  to  the  existing  Public  Slaughterhouse  and 
the  building  of  complete  new  lairage. 

This  work  commenced  in  August,  1959,  and  was  completed  during 
1960. 
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The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

During  1963  the  above  Regulations  were  received  and  replaced  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  they  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  October,  1963.  The  introduction  of  these  new  Regulations  should 
provide  the  means  to  give  to  the  Government’s  longstanding  intention 
to  ensure  that  all  home-killed  meat  is  inspected  before  it  leaves  the 
Slaughterhouse.  The  main  provisions  are: — 

(a)  Meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected. 

(b)  Meat  must  not  be  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  until  it  has 

been  inspected. 

(c)  Meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be 

marked. 

(d)  Local  Authorities  may  charge  for  the  inspection. 

(e)  The  minimum  period  of  notice  of  slaughter  is  extended  from  three 

hours  to  24  hours. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  all  carcases  and  parts  of  carcases 
passed  fit  for  human  consumption  must  remain  in  the  slaughterhouse 
until  they  have  been  marked  by  stamp  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
No  specific  form  of  mark  is  prescribed  but  it  is  suggested,  that  this  should 
give  the  name  of  the  Local  Authorities  and  a  code  letter  to  identify  the 
Officer.  The  size  of  the  stamp  should  not  exceed  li  inches.  This  method 
of  marking  the  carcase  has  proved  quite  successful  since  introduction,  but 
again  makes  more  demand  on  the  time  of  your  inspectors. 

The  Regulations  permit  Local  Authorities  to  make  charges  for 
inspection  of  animals  at  rates  not  exceeding: — 

2/6d.  per  bovine  animal. 

6d.  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 

The  Council  again  considered  making  the  above  charges  and  decided 
"hat  a  charge  for  meat  inspection  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Regu’at’ons  and  there  should  be  operated  as  from  the  1st  January,  1966.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

There  are  only  three  factory  chimneys  within  the  Urban  District  and 
consequently  the  amount  of  air  pollution  from  industry  is  very  small. 

Observations  have  been  made  of  the  above  chimneys  and  representa¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  the  management  concerned  when  excessive  smoke 
emissions  have  been  noted. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1969. 

Two  licences  to  use  land  as  sites  for  caravans  have  been  issued  by  the 
Local  Authority.  One  is  for  the  caravan  site  at  the  rear  of  Standard 
House,  High  Street,  this  site  accommodates  11  caravans. 

The  other  licence  for  12  caravans  is  for  land  at  the  rear  of  Railway 
Hotel,  High  Street. 

The  Council  have  attached  conditions  to  the  site  licences  similar  to 
those  of  the  Model  Standards. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  a  Part-time  operator  and 
all  repression  work  is  done  by  methods  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  work  is  divided  into  three  main 
categories: — 

(1)  Sewer  Maintenance  Treatment. 

(2)  Business  Premises. 

(3)  Dwelling  Houses — complaints  from  occupiers. 


Sewer  maintenance: 

Two  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  results 
obtained  indicate  that  there  was  only  a  small  infestation  of  rats  in  the 
sewers. 
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Business  Premises: 


The  Local  Authority  gives  a  free  service  to  occupiers  of  all  business 
premises  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice. 


Dwelling  Houses: 

The  Council  continued  to  give  a  free  service  to  occupiers  of  private 
dwelling  houses  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice.

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  m  1963  and  makes  provision  for  the 
health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  working  in  Offices,  Shops  and  certain 
Railway  premises. 

Section  60  of  the  above  Act  required  every  Local  Authority  to 
produce  an  Annual  Report  and  to  keep  a  copy  of  the  Report  at  their 
Office.  I  have  prepared  this  Report  from  the  information  supplied  by  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned  on  the  Forms  O.S.R.l.  From  this 
information  the  following  extracts  were  prepared.  It  will  be  appreciated 
that  until  inspection  has  been  made  of  all  premises  the  total  will  not 
necessarily  be  correct. 

During  the  year  general  inspections  were  made  of  the  107  premises 
on  the  register.  Informal  notices  were  served  relating  to  285  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  92  premises.  The  remaining  15  premises 
complied  with  all  requirements. 

Work  during  the  coming  year  will  consist  mainly  of  the  enforcement 
of  outstanding  notices  and  dealing  with  premises  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  for  which  applications  for  registration  have  not  yet  been  received. 

The  main  difficulty  in  the  administration  of  the  Act  has  been  in 
relation  to  the  guarding  of  small  power-driven  machines  such  as  meat 
slicers,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  Ministry’s  recommendation  that  they 
should  be  fitted  with  an  interlocking  device  to  prevent  the  working  of  a 
machine  unless  the  guards  are  in  position.  Traders  state  that  the 
manufacturers  of  the  machines  cannot  supply  the  necessary  fittings  and 
that  it  is  at  present  impossible  to  comply  with  the  Ministry’s  standards. 

It  is  suggested  that,  in  the  interests  of  uniformity  of  administration 
and  for  the  protection  of  purchases  of  such  machines,  the  Ministry  should 
consider  the  issue  of  some  form  of  certificate  of  approval  to  the  manufac 
turers  or  importers  of  machines  which  are  considered  to  be  adequate'v 
guarded.  A  few  Ministry  specialists  could  carry  out  detailed  examination 
and  testing  of  new  models  and  avoid  the  position  when  hundreds  of 
inspectors  and  local  authorities  have  to  decide  what  constitutes  secure 
guarding  of  the  same  machine,  and  whose  decisions  are  bound  to  vary. 


Section  8 — Lighting. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  9  regarding  lighting,  the  impression 
gained  during  general  inspections  is  that  lighting  is  up  to  the  standard 
expected  by  the  average  layman,  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  selling 
areas  of  most  shops  it  would  appear  to  be  considerably  below  the 
standards  recommended  by  the  British  Lighting  Council.
